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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-80, drawn to a capsule, classified in class 422, subclass 245.1 . 

II. Claim 81-87, drawn to method of filling, classified in class 141, subclass 
250. 

III. Claims 88-92, drawn to method of sealing, classified in class 277, 
subclass 312. 

IV. Claim 93, drawn to apparatus for sealing, classified in class 29, subclass 
801. 

V. Claim 94, drawn to GaN, classified in class 428, subclass 627. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the sealed capsule can be made by a different 
method of filling including one where no vacuum manifold is used. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
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process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the sealed capsule can be made by a different 
method of sealing including one that does not use a vacuum manifold. 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the 
apparatus can be used for making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed 
can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this 
case, the sealed capsule can be made by a sealing apparatus which does not use a 
moveable ram to insert the plug. 

5. Inventions I and V are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the 
apparatus can be used for making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed 
can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this 
case, the single crystal product as claimed can be made in a different apparatus, such 
as a liquid encapsulated crystal pulling chamber. 

6. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility 
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such as in a process in which the chamber is not cooled during filling. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 

7. Inventions II and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions of a method of filling and an apparatus for 
sealing have different modes of operation, different functions, and different effects. The 
apparatus has no cooling means as required by the method. 

8. Inventions II and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation and different 
effects in that the GaN single crystal product can be made by a process which does not 
require the specific method of filling a capsule. 

9. Inventions III and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case, the process can be performed by hand or an apparatus which 
does not include a moveable ram. 

10. Inventions III and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
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operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation and different 
effects in that the GaN single crystal product can be made by a process which does not 
require the specific method of sealing a capsule. 

1 1 . Inventions IV and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation and different 
effects in that the GaN single crystal product can be made by a process which does not 
require the specific apparatus for sealing a capsule. 

12. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

1 3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
